current of the Southern Pacific's electric 
system burned n hole in the root of a 
stalled slrctt cur of the San Francisco- 
Oakland Terminal Railways Co. last nlpht

hoard the street car hurriedly fled from 
the burning c«r. to the street. 
The unusual 'accident happened at the 
Lincoln n ven ua-TVqbs tor street crossing, 
where the Southern 
Pacific's 
Lincoln 
avenue ferry line crosses the Webster 
street tracks of the street car company. 
The trolley wires, with their heavy metal 
cross arm.1: were torn loose by the street 
car and fell from their supports to the 
roof of the car. 
Almost at once the powerful current 
started ti fire 
on 
the car roof. 
The 
crashing on the car roof of the heavy 
trolley Hue, the extinguishing of the 
street car lights nnrt the general excite- 
ment was too much for the nerves ot 
ootli men and women passengers on the 
cars. No one was injured though there 
was a wild stampede for the car doors. 
As the passengers gained the safety ot 
the street flames made their way through 
the car roof into the in tenor or the car.

Veteran Mariner and Two Sail- 


ors Thrown Into Ocean by 


Overturning of Boat.

Captain James M. Hays, 
veterma 


mariner and pilot, lost his life In the 
breakers outside the Golden Gate at 
3 o'clock this morning when with two 
sailors he was thrown Into the ocean 
by tho overturning of a Whitehall 
boat. 


Captain Hays had put off from the 


pilot boat Adventuress to board the 
steamer Santa Rita, inbound from 
Antofogasta. Bob Nelson and Charles 
Olson were rowing: him in the small 
boat toward the side of the steamer. 
There was a heavy sea running, and 
tho sudden heavy blow combined with 
tho assault of a giprftntic comber over- 
turned the frail craft. 


Captain Hays and tho two men 


were taken under by the wave, *nd 
when they came to tho surface were 
widely separated. The accident was 
observed by the man on watch on the 
Adventuress as well as Captain Yeard- 
lej* of the R-inta Jtlta. Boats were put 
out from both, anil It was the work, 
of but a few moments to rescue the 
two sailors. 


Captain Hays, however, was In the 


water some ten minutes, and when ho 
was finally taken on board the Ad- 
venture?* he was to n!I appearances 
dead. 
By order of Captain J. Shea, 


senior in command on the Adven- 
turess, that launch was directed to 
speed through the Golden Gate for 
aid. 
All tho way Captain Shea and 


Captain Tyson, with other pilots, 
worked over Captain Hays without 
result. 


"When opposite the Fort Point Ufa 


saving station the Adventuress sig- 
naled the coast guard crew , and 
Captain J. S. Clark and his men re- 
eponded. 
They, too, brought expert 


s!fl to tho task of resuscitation, but 
failed. 
An ambulance met the Ad- 


venturess at Vallejo street wharf, and 
Captain Hays was taken to the Harbor 
Hospital where the final verdict, of; 
death was rondnred by the surgeons.

Junior Colleges to Solve Big 
Problem; Home Environment 
Declared of Great Advantage 


Military Training in Schools 


Is Debated by Educators at 
Meeting of Center; Various 
Views Are Heard in Mattel 


"Oakland and San Francisco," de- 


clared Dr. Ray Lyman Wilbur, presi- 
dent of Stanford University, yesterday 
to several hundred Oakland Center 
members gathered ;it Hotel Oakland, 
"offer the biggest handicap to the 
t'nivcrslty of California. That is be- 
cause you have not taken up tho 
problem of junior colleges." 


Dr. Wilbur, who had'-come up from 


Palo Alto to speak on "Junior Col- 
leges," created a stir when he.stated 
that, the University of California had 
its "clasrooms gorged with students" 
who should be' at home studying in 
schools with small classe?, where they 
would have the advantage of home en- 
vironment. 


"Stanford," 
he 
explained, 
"has 


drawn a line. 
Just so many may 


conic. We have the advantage, too, 
of not being too near large cities. 
The University of California, likewise 
will bo compelled sooner or later to 
take somcj action to restrict the num- 
bers who suck to enter. Tim coming 
of the-1 junior college is inevitable." 


The function of tho junior, college— 


so firmly established already in East- 
ern states and in Southern California 
—as Dr. Wilbur saw it. would be not 
only to accommodate tho freshman 
and spohomoro students oE the uni- 
versities, but to give thousands of 
young people the opportunity to ex- 
tend 
their 
educations. beyond 
the 


senior grade of the high school.

The range of a junior college1 is much 
greater. 
H could include vocational 


training and the mechanical arts as 
well as the more academic courses- 
It not only permits students to have 
inoro advanced education, but it be- 
conn's a trying-out place where a stu- 
dent may discover his brain capacity 
before trying to go to the university. 
Think-, too, of the benefit a junior col- 
lege confers upon a community by 
bringing there as residents groups of 
well-traJned teachers." 


Before plunging Into the subject of 


the "Junior Colleges," Dr. Wilbur ex- 
pressed himaelf emphatically as op- 
posed to military training in the ele- 
mentary schools and stated that he 
hoped the bill for compulsory physical 
training 
up 
before 
the legislature 


would pass. 


This opinion was received with 


special interest, as his address was 
preceded by a speech to the same ef- 
fect by Edward de Groot, director of 
physical education In tho San Fran- 
cisco schools, and followed by one to 
the contrary by Principal P. M. Fisher 
of the Technical High school, who is 
an enthusiastic advocate of military 
training in the high schools. 


"MOK PSYCHOLOGY.*' 


De- Groot 
complained that "mob 


psychology" was ruling in the United 
States; that "we have nothing but 
military hats, military clothes, mili- 
tary collars, military face powder;, 
but that thefjer,js no reason why we 
should have' military' training in our 
elementary schools." Principal Fisher, 


i on the contrary, announced that the 


country was rabid on the subject of 
peace to tho point where.- "we no 
longer think."
